The brewing companies 
say

one may or in a city of the second 
class, by such autocratic authority , 
might curtail the traffic to a greater 
ex tent in one week than the Moore 
law has done in seveial y ears. 
The act of more than two y eais 
ago, amending the Nicholson saloon 
t losing law. gave the may or power to 
revok e a license, and, according to 
May or Ly ons’ construction, the power 
ii autocratU*. 
The lawy ers for the other side urge 
many objections, such as that if he 
sat as tt judge he could not refuse a 
change of venue, a jury or an appeal, 
and that the old law provided that a 
saloon k eeper must he twice convict­ 
ed b e f or e i lie circuit court could re­ 
vok e bin license. 
For May or Ly ons ii was contended 
that he did not attempt to revok e 
the slate license, which the circuit 
court may revok e, but the city license, 
and tlun the saloon k eeper may k eep 
his county or state license as long as 
ho pleased.

W AS SENTENCED TO THREE YEARS 


A Man F o r t y Years Old, Who Came of 
a Good Family, but Who H ad 
a Mania for Forming Mat­ 
rimonial Alliances. 


J. W. Kittrell, 
the 
bigamist, who 
has just been sent 
to the Missouri 
penitentiary for three 
y ears 
from 
Marshfield, Mo., an account 
or wnich 
has been published in the Democrai- 
■Sentinel, has had a wide matrimonial 
career. Tlio Joplin Globe tells as fol­ 
lows 
of the latter life of Kittrell: 
The 
Kittrell 
bigamy trial 
at 
Marshfield only occupied a very brief 
time on Wednesday . The defendant, 
J. W. Kittrell, who, it will be remem­ 
bered, was arrested at Prosperity and 
tak en back to Webster county on a 
charge preferred by Nora Lee, found 
it best to enter a plea of guilty and 
upon that he was sentenced by Judge 
Argus Cox to 
a three-y ear term in 
the penitentiary . 
The evidence in the case had been 
pretty thoroughly run down by the 
officers at Marshfield, and they satis­ 
fied themselves that Kittrell, who is 
a man little over 40 y ears old, had 
been married six times. 
From not one of them had he been 
legally separated, and although 
his 
first wife is dead, her 
decease did 
not occur until long 
after 
he 
had 
abandoned her 
and his three child­ 
ren, leaving the latter to the mercies 
of relatives and strangers, until each 
one of them is now 
in 
a 
separate 
home, utterly forsak en and uncared 
for by their unnatural father. 
The name of his first wife was Ida 
Btx by , and her three children, aged 
at the present time 6, 8 and 10 y eaps, 
are living with different families in 
Webster county . 
Two women whom 
Kittrell lured 
into marriage, resided at the time in 
Kansas City , but their names have 
at their own request 
been withh^l 
\ 
from publicity , although they signi­ 


fie d their willingness, 
if 
the evi­ 
dence was needed at the trial, 
to 
respond to a wire and mak e the trip 
to Marshfield without the fomality of 
a subpoena. 
The names of 
the o ther three wo ­ 
men 
with 
whom 
Kittrell 
went 
through the formality of a marriage 
ceremony , 
afterwards 
living 
with 
them for a time w’ere: Mamie Rich­ 
ardson, 
of 
Springfield; 
Christiana 
Hart of Fort Scott. Kan., and N c a 
Lee, o f Marshfield. 
Kittrell lived with Christiana Hart 
as his wife for several months 
in 
this city , and Nora Lee was the wo­ 
man who w’as his last victim. 
She 
was married to 
him 
in Marshfield, 
where her parents reside, and w’ho 
caused his arrest, after living 
with 
him in Webb City 
for 
about two 
week s. 
Kittrell’s home 
was 
in Webster 
county , where his father had occupi­ 
ed for several y ears the position of 
¡justice of the peace, and the family 
is one that is w’ell respected in that 
vicinity . 
It has been the bigamist’s plan, it 
appears, to use the matrimonial bu­ 
reaus for the purpose of entrapping 
| women into the 
marriage relation. 
It w’as in this way that he obtained 
¡their names, addresses and portraits 
and 
entered 
into 
correspondence 
¡with them before visiting them with 
an offer of marriage. 
This 
w m s the plan follow’ed in re­ 
gard to Nora Lee. an unsophisticated 
country girl, whose home 
wfas 
in 
Marshfield. Kittrell had not been in 
his home county 
fo r a long time and 
| w as not readily identified when he 
j went there for the 
purpo se of mak ing 


to her the marriage proposal. 
After 
he had met 
the 
y oung woman he 
went to the father and astounded him 
j with the blunt statement; 
| 
“Well, I have come here to tak e 
j y our daughter away .” 
“To tak e her away ,” repeated the 
old man. Howr do y ou mean? 
Do 
y ou mean y ou are 
going to marry 
her?” 
Then when Kittrell told him that 
that was what they 
had arrange!, 
and that the marriage would tak e 
place right away , the father became 
inquisitive and said to him: 
“You say y our name is Kittrell. Are 
y ou related to ’Squire Kittrell of this 
county ?” 
But the man refused to be identi­ 
fied and promptly disowned his own 
father; said he had never heard that 
there was any one of his 
name 
in 
Webster county . 
Nora’s father told him 
that 
he 
might be one of the worst scoundrels 
on earth, or he might be a very nice 
man; but 
any way , 
he thought 
it 
would be better not to be in so much 
hurry over so important a step 
in 
life. But Kittrell would hear of no 
delay , and so the wedding, in reality 
nothing but a mock marriage, 
took 
place as arranged, and it was not 
long after that the y oung woman re­ 
alized her mistak e. 
On the day of the trial none*of the 
women whom he had w’ronged were 
in court. Kittrell had been told by 
the officers that they had a cinch as 
to his guilt, and were prepared w’ith 
plenty of evidence 
to 
convict him 
without dragging 
the 
women 
into 
court. The iellow’ under these cir 
cumstances was ready enough to en­ 
ter a plea of guilty . None of his own 
family entered any plea 
in his be­ 
half, his conduct having been such 
as to render them unwilling to ack ­ 
nowledge their relationship 
with a 
man who had wandered so far from 
decency and morality as to bring dis­ 
grace upon them all. 
Deputy Marshal Joe MeNeal, Frank 
Armstrong and Miss 
May 
Shipley 
were 
at 
Marshfield 
as 
witnesses 
against Kittrell, hut 
their evidence 
was not needed as there was no trial. 
The fellow* had been a w’ell k now’h 
carpenter in and around 
this 
city 
for some two y ears prior to his ar 
rest, which took 
place 
about 
two 
months ago.

Birth of a Daughter.

cil chamber in the city hall at Whit* 
j ing, Ind., last Friday night, prevent­ 
ed the 
passage 
of 
the 
ordinance 
granting a fifty -y ear franchise to ihe 
Hammond, Whiting and East Chica­ 
go Railway company , threatened to 
tar and feather all 
aldermen 
who 
voted for the unpopular measure, and 
drove the aldermen from the hall. 
Alderman Paul Schultz w-as rough­ 
ly handled. He was beaten and his 
clothes were torn 
almost from his 
body . Chief of Police Lawlor and a 
number of policemen had difficulty in 
rescuing him. 
For several day s Whiting has been 
placarded w’ith bills calling a 
mass 
meeting of citizens to convene at Co- 
boi’s hall Friday 
night 
to protest 
against the franchise. Fully 500 men 
answered the call. Headed by H. B. 
Davidson, a wealthy real estate man, 
they marched with banners 
and 
a 
brass band to the city hall. 
The council had assembled and wras 
preparing to bring up the franchise 
for passage. All but one or two al­ 
dermen were k nown to be in 
fa vor 
of the measure. It has been a mat­ 
ter of gossip that the railway com­ 
pany has spent a great deal of mon­ 
ey in lobby ing for the bill. 
The throng took the o;?incil cham­ 
ber by storm. Mr. Davidson mounted 
the speak er’s platform, ursuping the 
chair and gavel. 
.John Besien 
and 
William 
Kridv, 
prominent 
business 
men, 
in 
firry 
speeches, denounced 
the 
franchise. 
Then the franchise was put to a vo*e 
of the citizens’ assembly and defeat­ 
ed unanimously .
